New Hampshire faces a continuing challenge in its 
forest fire problem — 97 percent of all our forest fires 
being man-caused and preventable — a serious indictment 
of interest in our own welfare and that of our neighbor. 
Both the State and the towns are striving diligently to 
effectively meet the challenge through education of the 
public to the threat fire presents to our woodlands; by 
maintaining a well trained corps of wardens and deputy 
wardens in every community and by providing ample op- 
portunity for all who wish to dispose of unwanted waste 
materials. Careless and perverseness, however, continue to 
be the big hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly discarded lighted cigars, cigarettes and 
matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters and 
fishermen; careless burning of debris during hazardous 
periods in dangerous locations; illegal burning; improperly 
extinguished debris, camp and cook fires — all result in 
serious loss of property, disruption of industry and farm 
work and unnecessary expenditure of town and state funds. 

To meet the challenge successfully, the state, your com- 
munity and your local forest fire warden need YOUR 
thoughtful and cooperative effort — The rules are simple. 


I. Don’t burn at home — use your town dump and 
avoid all fire problems. 


2. If you do burn, be sure to secure a written permit 
from your local forest fire warden when the ground 
is not covered with snow. Permits are required for 
open debris fires, home incinerators, outdoor fire 
places and camp fires. Your warden is instructed to 
permit burning if weather conditions, site and type 
of burning are safe. 


3. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, cigarettes 
and matches — are completely out before discarding 
them. Use ash trays in automobiles. 
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4. Make certain that your debris, camp and cook fires 
are completely out before leaving them. 

5. Insist that others be careful and comply with burning 
requirements. 

6. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected and 
aid him to extinguish it.

We had one change in our elementary teaching staff 
this fall. Mrs. Eleanor Kalloch of Concord replaced Cath- 
erine Shaw as the second grade teacher. In November of 
this school year Mrs. Vernice Dwinnels was given a leave 
of absence for the rest of the year and Mrs. Saily Bowen 
was employed to replace her. At the high school Mrs. 
Sarah Bean Coen became the new Home Making teacher; 
Mr. Wendell Austin was appointed teacher of Vocational 
Agriculture; and Mr. Thomas Johnson became the new 
Social Studies teacher replacing Mr. Douglas Brown who 
assumed the duties of the new Junior High teacher. 

Because our Junior High School is small and we added 
an extra teacher to the High School staff, we are not go- 
ing to have any real difficulty in adjusting our High School 
program to meet the New Minimum Standards as set up 
by the State Department of Education. The same is true 
of some of the strongly recommended actions. We do have 
inadequate shop facilities and little can be done with the 
present facilities to improve the shop and vocational agri- 
culture programs. 

The building committee has been working for two years 
and at this time are presenting their findings to the com- 
munity. The reactions have been typical for communities 
facing building needs. Some are in favor of it no matter 
what, and some are against it no matter what, and a third 
group want more information. They will do a lot of think- 
ing about the problem before they make up their mind. 

Whatever group you happen to belong to remember 
that the building committee has spent many hours of study 
before they reached their decision and formed their con- 
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clusions. Each idea has been considered and reconsidered 
a dozen times before a final decision was made. They are 
residents and tax payers of Warner the same as you. Some 
of them have no children in school, but have reached their 
decision because they have honestly felt it is the best solu- 
tion for the children of Warner. All of them will be af- 
fected by the increased costs the same as every one else 
in the community. You may feel that you have a better or 
cheaper solution than the one they have reached, but at 
least give the committee credit for the large amount of 
time and sincerity of effort they have put into the study. 

Another area that is becoming crowded is the music 
program. Miss Blanche Bailey had a full schedule eleven 
years ago. Since that time more and more music has been 
added in the district and we need extra help in our music 
program. Next year she will have four more classrooms in 
Hopkinton which is going to take an additional amount 
of Miss Bailey’s time. Very soon we are going to have to 
cut down the amount of time Miss Bailey spends on music 
in the Elementary Schools or add a part time music teacher 
in the Supervisory Union. 

These are indeed difficult times for small towns with 
their limited tax resources (property tax) and rising costs 
with no end to this rise in sight. One wonders how long 
New Hampshire will continue to force towns to raise 
money on a property tax which has little or no relation 
to the ability to pay. Some day the legislature will set up 
a broad base tax structure, but not until the people of 
New Hampshire demand it. 

I enjoy working with the people in Warner and appre- 
ciate the cooperation of the parents, teachers and school 
board.

To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town of 
Warner qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the eleventh day of March 1958, at 8:00 
o'clock in the evening, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the en- 
suing three years. 


4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School 
Board and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any 
other officers or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in rela- 
tion to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the District will vote to authorize the con- 
struction and equipment of an addition to Simonds Free 
High School to provide additional classroom space for high 
school and Elementary pupils. 


9. ‘To see if the District will vote to appropriate a sum 
of money not to exceed One Hundred and Fifty thousand 
dollars ($150,000) for the construction and equipment of 
an addition to Simonds Free High School for additional 
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classroom space for high school and elementary pupils, 
and to determine the amount to be raised by taxation dur- 
ing the current year. 


10. To see if the District will vote to authorize the issue 
of serial notes or bonds in the amount not exceeding One 
hundred and Forty thousand dollars ($140,000) for the pur- 
pose specified in the previous Article, and to authorize and 
empower the School Board to determine the time and 
place of payment and the rate of interest on such notes 
or bonds, to provide for the sale thereto and to do any and 
all such acts as they may deem necessary to the issuance 
thereof, in accordance with the Provisions of the Municipal 
Bond Statute, N. H. Revised Laws, Chapter 72, and any 
amendments thereto. 


11. To see if the District will vote to authorize the use 
of the Capital Reserve Fund previously created by vote of 
the District, and any and all funds heretofor designated 
for school planning and construction purposes, and to in- 
struct the Trustees of Trust Funds to pay over to the 
School Board such funds on their request. 


12. To authorize the School Board, acting on the advice 
of the Building committee, to enter into all contracts for 
the construction and equipment of the addition. 


13. To see if the district will vote to continue the build- 
ing committee. 


14. ‘To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize 
the application against said appropriation of such sums as 
are estimated to be received from the state foundation aid 
fund together with other income; the school board to cer- 
tify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated

revenue and the appropriation, which balance is to be 
raised by taxes by the town.
